Kxamlne the thermo- 
stat- lti» sensitiveness determines 
the uniformity or the temperature In 
the incubator The thermometer 
also needs to be tested to determine 
its reliability. 

In starting the Incubator use a 
medium low flame and do not hurry 
the temperature to reach the proper 
height If oil is used to furnish the 
heat, obtain a high grade of kerosene 
for It burns with a hotter flame and 
is less apt to smoke.
